STUART, Va., June 30. — A good 
deal of interest has been caused here 
through the several near encounters 
which have taken place between W. 
A. Manley and N. L' Lancaster these 
resulting in Manley being ordered to 
remain out of Patrick county and 
who, 
after 'the court's edict, returned 


and when pursued by officers was 
shot and wounded in the leg. jManley 
who was hired as a truck driver by 
Lancaster, fell out over the payment 
of services and strong personal feel- 
Ing became engendered over the affair. 
After the passage of personal tnreats 
between the two men ,. Manl«y is said 
to have seized Lancaster and to have 
treated him roughly the episode tak- 
ing place within sight of Mayor Smith 
who was instrumental m separating 
them. This clash resulted in the is- 
suance of several warrants both crim- 
inal and civil and attorneys were em- 
ployed. The attorneys held a meet- 
ing and a compromise was reached. 
The terms finally agreed to by the 
mayor and the conflicting elements 
was that Manley pay a fine of $25 and 
a 30 day jail sentence, this to be sus- 
perided if Manley would agree to 
leave Patrick county for six months, 


Manley agreed and' was placed in 
the custody of the jailor to wind up 
his business affairs in 24 hours. This 
hofccould not do and he, left Stuart 
with his wife and went to Martins- 
ville. Several days later, Manley re- 
turned in a motor truck with two 
men from Martinsville for the pur- 
pose of removing some effects he had 
acquired in Stuart. 
Xo sooner had 
Manley reached the town when Lan- 
caster's son who saw h:m. notified the 
police 
The truck, however, was 
quickly loaded and started back to 
Martinsville and was followed by an- 
other 
auton.*obile containing Town 
Sergeant Pringle and Constables Phil- 
lips, "Williams and Lancaster. 
The 
truck was- cut off from escape through 
the sudden rise of. Spoon creek and as 
the truck: wag~b"eing .driven, back it 
encountered-the officers.* Manley ob- 
serving them, jumped from the truck 
and ran and. the o&cers are said to 
have opened fire on him. Some of 
the bullets are -said to ha\e passed 
close to S. B. Shelton's house cxusing 
some fright. The officers reaching the 
place where they last saw Manley, 
found stains of blood but the man 
was not to be seen. 
Later it was 
learned that Manley had been seen at 
Kohler, wounded in the leg. 


The attitude of the town is ex- 
pressed in a reference to the shoot- 
ing irade in the local weekly paper 
which in part declares: 
"The whole affair is very unfort- 
unate and is generally regretted by 
the people- of Stuart, and the import- 
ance and gravity of the matter sem 
to have been grossly exaggerated 
from the start.

In the reports from the prison aft- 
er the drug had been administered 
one man was proved innocent of mur- 
der, a second admitted a crime and a 
third revealed his identity. Upon the 
circulation of the report of these ex- 
periments a division occurred among 
scientists and physicians, 'some up- 
holding the contention the drug would 
cause true revelations, others reject- 
ing the claim. 
Scopolamin is the drug used in the 


so-called twilight sleep method of 
childb.rth, which has been met by 
hostility from some branches of the 
medical profession ever since its im- 
portation to this country from Ger- 
many before the war. It has, never- 
thele'sd, taken firm hold in one hos- 
pifal after another and its growth into 
general use seems assured. 


Dr. House. %vho ha<3 projected sco- 


polamin into a new channel-differenti- 
ates its use in the "harmless third de- 
gree' from its manner of employment 
in childbirth. 
In writing of the ac- 


tions of the drug upon men charged 
v.ith crime he says. 
"I most earnestly request the read- 
ers of the article not to confound the 
technique required for obstetrics with 
the method advised to be followed in 
criminal work. 
In 
obstetrics you 


only attempt to alleviate pain. If you 
made'a woman as 
drunk as you 


should a suspected criminal, you would 
stop for a while her pains. 
"The objects of using scopolamin in 


criminology is to inhibit the mind with 
its stored events, called memory—con- 
sequently they should be made totally 
unconscious to produce an absolutely 
quiet brain 
To completely destroy 


every appreciation of their environ- 
ment, to eliminate every vestige of 
the will power, to make it impos- 
sible for them to even think, dream, 
or reason, such patients are only com- 
pletely scopolamimzed. 


"Upon such patients I have proven 


clinically that the centre of hearing is 
the first centre'in the brain to func- 
tion. The centre of feeling is next, 
The centre of smelling is last. Also, 
the centre of hearing makes the other 
four centres subservient and, further- 
more, the centre of hearing can make 
the centres of the other four senses 
' function before the special nerve to

American ports in violation of the re- 
gulations of the Treasury Department. 


A statement to this effect was made 
yesterday by Acting Secretary Gil- 
bert. He pointed out however, that 
the regulations have not been given 
formal approval and it is the hopes of 
Treasury officials that it will not be 
necessary to promulgate them. In any 
event, it was stated, no ships will 
be seized for the present. It was made 
plain that the Treasury Depaz:*ment 
is reluctant to resort to a drastic 
course and tha'f it Is fully cognigant 
of the consequences that may ensue 
in the way of international compli- 
cations arising with, practically all 
of the maritime nations of the world. 
At the same time, the Treasury De- 
partment hes become greatly dis- 
turbed over the continued practice of 
foreign vessels bringing liquor into 
American ports in violation of its re- 
gulations, fully realizing that they 
are in effect flouting the law of the 
nation. To permit-them-to-maintain 
this policy is held to be out of the 
question and because of this confer- 
ences were held again today result- 
ing in drafting of the regulations pro- 
viding for seizure of vessels violating 
the law. It is doubte* thiit, if it is 
iound necessary to approve ana issue 
the new regulations, -they will 
be 
made effective until after all ships 
now afloat ands bound to American 
ports have cocked. Immunity evidently 
will be given such vessels so far as 
seizure is concerned, but liquor sup- 
plies which all of them are said to 
carry In excess of quantities permit- 
ted by the regulations will be seized. 
It was stated that there are 16 vessels 
in Ame'-'ca and on the high seas \vhich 
are carrying liquor in eicsss of al- 
:^wances*. But it was indicated that 
if it is found that other vessels bring 
liquor to American ports in violation 
of the regulations the new seizure 
regulations will be made effective. 
It is believed that the last «3f the 
ships now afloat with excess Miquor 
suppl.es will have reached American 
port? by the middle of nest week. 
Previous to making the seizure regu- 
lations effective, however, it is assum- 
ed that advance notice of such action 
will be given to foreign nations. The 
responsibility for the 'consequence of 
further violation then w:U remain 
with foreign snios. it was asserted, 
and the United States government 
•will be compelled to stand be what- 
ever results may follow.

Deputies a bill asking for ratification 
of that part of the Washington naval 
agreement which deals with the pro- 
tection of neutrals on the high seas 
and the use of asphyxiating as in war 
time. 
The measure, which Is signed, by the 
president of the Republic, the premier 
and the ministers of foreign affairs, 
justice, finance, war. marine and pub- 
lic works who are "entrusted with 
the task of presenting it and sustain- 
ing it before tho chamber, calls for 
only one reservation, namely, that the 
tieaty should not bo interpreted as 
modifying rules previosuly establish- 
ed between the signatory powers con- 
cerning surface ships, or as imposing 
upon submarines navigating in con- 
formity with' such rules a regime oth- 
er than that applied to surface ships. 


Article one of the hill reads: 
"The president of the republic is 


authorized to ratify and have exe- 
cuted if need be, the treaty signed 
at Washington, February 6. 1922. be- 
tween France, the United- States o£

and Japan, relative to the protection 
upon the seas in wartimes of the 
lives of the neutrals and non-com- 
batants and the use of asphyxiating 
gases in war."
